move without assistance. This un- 
happy creature was dragged from his 
home and, without any compassion for 
his pitiable stato, he waa butchered on 
the roadway to Tapasto for tho solo 
cnime of being a cousin of tho leader 
of a band, Victor Simon. 


On June 1, Simou Yruri, member of 


one of the best families of Jaraco, was 
arrested on suspicion of being a rebel 
sympathizer by order of Gcu. Mel- 
guizo. He was too well known to b» 
taken out of town and shot in the 
fields, as this would create a scandal, 
so they made a semblance of a court- 
martial and with all tho apparent for- 
malities of the law, he was publicly 
shot in the square of tho town. The 
deed created general indignation whoa 
it was known that Melguizo had 
ordered the execution on his own 
authority without consulting tho cup- 
tain general, who 
it> the only ouo 


empowered to order such proceedings. 


On Juno 4 Mr. Lorenzo Medina, a 


native of tho Canary islands, 40 years 
of age, and a cattle dealer of some 
means, and John'Toledo, a Cuban, .30 
years of age, owner of a cart shop, 
both well known and esteemed in the 
town of Jarucoa, wore arrested on un- 
known charges. They were locked iu 
tho city barracks, and the next morn- 
ing they wero taken out of town un- 
der promise of prompt release and 
treacherously shot behind the slaugh- 
ter house.

Appropriations are Hade for the 
Ensuing Year—Amount, 8131,000 


DISCUSSION ABOUT APPOINTMENTS. 


The Mayor Says They Will Hold Over 
,-and Alderman Iiwin Objected—Oth- 


er Business Which was Trans- 


acted at 
the 
Meeting; 


on Last Evening. 


At the regular mooting of the city coun- 


cil held last evening there was considera- 
ble business of importance transacted and 
several points -were brought up which 
created discussion among the aldermen. 
The appropriation ordinance was placed 
anon its passage after much discussion 
and the salary ordinance oaiue up ongts 
second reading and was also passed. 


The communication of the mayor in re- 


gard to the appointments was read by the 
clerk toward the latter part of the meet- 
ing In it his honor saidfthat as there seem- 
ed to be no dissatisfaction with the pres- 
ent persons holding city offices they would 
bold over until tbo end of his term and 
would be removed only for cause. Alder- 
man Irwm spoke on the matter. He said 
that it was not fuir for the new aldermen 
not to have the opportunity of voting on 
those persons. Tbe members of the coun- 
cil were thfr representatives of the people 
and were held responsible for the officers 
and they should liave an opportunity to 
confirm or reject them. In answer to 
this the mayor said that his thought waa 
that of civil service 
If anyone had any- 


thing against uny of the incumbents let 
charges bo brought against them and if 
Alderman 
Irwin would sign charges 


against anyone the mayor would bo will- 
ing to at once dismiss the person. Mr. 
Irwin said that he hud no charges to be 
brought against anyone and did not doubt 
that everyone of those who already held 
offices would be again confirmed if reap- 
pointed but the principal was what he 
didn't llko. Allowing the officers to 
hold over was taking from the council a 
power which was belonged to them. He 
demanded tbo opinion of the city attorney 
in regard to the question. Mr Lee said 
that it was a question which he did not 
care to decide but Mr.' Irwin said bo must 
decide it and that he was paid for the pur- 
pose of giving advice and must fuinlsh It 
when It was wanted 


Attorney Leo in rely said that as to 


tbo validity of the bonds of the officers 
who hold over they must be again ap- 
proved or they would not hold good. But 
in regard to the question of the legality 
of tbo officers being allowed to hold ovur 
he refused to give an opinion on the 
grounds that he was not prepared. He 
said he was willing to give bin advice at 
the nezt) meeting of the counoll and Mr. 
Irwin moved that the attorney be in- 
structed to give a written opinion at the 
next meeting. Tbe maypr said that this 
was unnecessary as the attorney could be 
called upon at any time. The other busi- 
ness in detail was as follows:
